THE GIRL GUIDES. 


ANNUAL RALLY IN DUBLIN. 

The sixth annuel rally of the County Dublin 
Branch of the Girl Guides’ movement was held 
in Lord Iveagh’s grounds, Dublin, on Saturday. 
About six hundred Guides and Brownies in 
uniform paraded under the various patrol 
leaders, and carried out a programme of events 
arranged to show the physical and mental train- 
ing of the girls. On the upper lawn a number 
of tents contained exhibits of Guide handicraft 
and tea and buffet tents managed by Guides. 

The Girl Guide movement has made consider- 
able advancement in the past year, there being 
some seven hundred Guides in the County 
Dublin alone. The movement’aims at develop- 
ing good citizenship among girls by forming 
their characters, training them in habits of 
observation, obedience, and self-reliance, incul- 
cating loyalty and thoughtfulness for others, 
teaching them to perform services of «meio the 
public and handierifts useful to themselves, 
promoting their physical development, and fit- 
ting them capably to fulfil the duties of woman- 
hood. The method of training is to give the 
girls pursuits which a peal to them, such as 
recreative exercises which will give them a 
knowledge of many useful atts. The system is 
designed along lines of comradeship, and does 
not aim at achieving any form of semi-military 
discipline. The religious policy of the movement 
is to encourage ell Guides to attend the Services 
of their own denominations. - Each company 
manages its own funds, which must be earned 
by work or performances which deserve money 
in return. No begging is allowed, the move- 
ment being entirely self-supporting. 

A large number of people were present at last 
Saturday’s rally. The work exhibited included 
fency and plain sewing and various small articles 
made by members. On the sunk iawn com- 
panies gave exhibitions of country dancing, eom- 
pany drill, stretcher drill, and whistle signalling 
all of which were carried out with great care. 
The Brownies, or junior Guides, were inspected 
by Miss Armstrong, Assistant District Commis- 
sioner, and the whole parade afterwards marched 
past the unfurled British flag, under which the 
Right Hon. Lord HolmPatrick, D.8.0. i. 
D.L., took the salute. The music was provided 
by the drum and fife band of the &t. John 
Ambulance Brigade, and the marching and 
smart @ppearance of the Guides was warmly 
approved by the spectators. After the march 
past, Lady HolmPatrick presented the Leinster 
Challenge Shield for proficiency to the Zion 
Company and the Girls’ Friendly Society Shield 
to the St. Ann’s No. 1 Company. Miss FE 
Bamford (Adelaide Company) was awarded the 
Lady Ross Challenge Cup for her roficiency in 
needlework, ‘meatless cookery, and ygiene: Miss 
Honor Johnson, Clergy Daughters’ Society was 
second in the competition for this Cup.  -

The Dean preached a sermon appropriate to 
the occasion, in the course of which he said 
that they had done well in placing in their 
church this mamorial to their fellow-worshippers, 
whose, gallantry and loyalty in dying for Ire- 
land and the Empire were held in loving 
reverence. So long as the church stood they 
might hope it would remain as a testimony of 
their gratitude and love, and ag a reminder to 
generations to come that this great parish had 
had a worthy part in the war. In most of the 
chugehes of the loyal and patriotic Church of 
Ir men in days to come would find such 
memorials. They would be of varied interest. 
Living in and breathing the air of these days, 
they could not forget how wonderful the recent 
vears hed been, how they would stand out in 
the history of the world as marking a crisis in 
the progress of humanity. Long years of peace 
and plenty would, no doubt, come to the world 
later on, and with what awed curiosity their 
children’s children would look back at the 
struggles of the nations in the early twentieth 
century. They could picture to themselves wor- 
shippers in that church in the days when they 
should all be foreotten pointing to this memorial 
and staying: “ What must it have been to live 
through those old days?” and looking at their 
memorial as the most precious treasure in their 
House of God. It would be a symbol of self- 
devotion, of patriotism, and of the victory of 
right over wrong. But to them to-day it was 
something more than that. Ae those names 
were read out they were not thinking so much 
of the victorious armiés of the Empire, of the 
crushing of the enemies of. civilisation: they 
were thinking of those bove and men, one by 
one, ‘They were remembering the long days of 
anxiety of the home watchers—remembering the 
wonderful kindness of friends that stood by 
them, and the never-failing grace of God which 
came to help them in the day of their agony. 
Let them, then. while the names of dear friends 
were almost sounding in their ears. remind 
themselves of some of the grounds of consola- 
tion and of hope ag they looked across the 
stream of death which divided them from their 
friends who had so gloriously gone before them. 
It was not their business to explain away the 
heartache of partings. Heartaches must often 
remain while life lasted. As there were many 
puzzles in life that had no answer, so there 
were griefs for which here there was no cure. 
Pain end sin were realities of their present 
stage of life. The Cross was the proof and 
evmbol of that, and*their first thought, as 
Christians, when their hearts were sore and 
puzzled, was to remember that He who repre- 
sented the Invisible God had suffered with 
them—ves, and suffered with them still in His 
sympathy, which would never fail. He knew 
the end. This never-failing love of God was 
the permanent basis of man’s hope both of im- 
mortality and of reunion with those they loved.

The conference of British and French 
Premiers on Saturday agreed that the 
carrying out of the disarmament of Ger- 
many in accordance with the Peace Treaty 
was profoundly unsatisfactory. It was 
decided to recommend the Inter-Allied 
Conference at Boulogne to take steps to 
accelerate the execution of the clauses of 
the Treaty. 

An official report was issued on Saturday 
evening of the deputation of railwaymen 
who on Friday waited upon the Prime 
Minister with ‘the request that the send- 
ing of munitions to Ireland should cease. 
Mr. Lloyd George indicated in plain 
langeage the Government's policy. If it 
is a question of setting up an independent 
Irish Republic in this small group of 
islands, he said that is a thing we could 
only accept if we were absolutely beaten. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas, at Scarborough yos- 
terday afternoon, said that the Irish rail- 
waymen who interviewed the Prime 
Minister had decided that, whatever might 
be the consequences, they would not give 
way. If Ireland were running with blood 
next week and the military succeeded in 
exterminating the railwaymen, there would 
still remain an Irish problem to be solved. 
He asked Irish workers to realise what it 
meant to start a fight against machine 
guns and militarism. Both trade unionists 
and the Government had national obliga- 
tions. 

Sinn Feiners and Unionists attacked 
each other in the streets of Derry on 
Saturday night, using rifles and revolvers. 
Five ‘men were shot dead, many others 
were badly wounded, and a great deal of 
damage was done to house property. 

Brosna Police Barracks was attacked by 
armed men on Saturday morning, but the 
attack was beaten off by the garrison. A 
party of policemen on their way to the 
relief of the barrack were ambushed, and 
a constable was wounded. 

Raiders blew out portion of the gable 
of the police barrack at Farran, County 
Cork, on Saturday morning, but before 
they could seize the building soldiers 
arrived on the scene, and the attackers 
fied, leaving behind three motor cars. 

On Saturday morning the mail train 
from Dublin to Cork was entered at 
i Charleville Station by armed men, who 
seized all official correspondence, and 
travelled in the train to Buttevant, where 
they disappeared. 

Thomas Brett, a farmer's son, of Drom- 
bane, County Tipperary, was admitted to 
the Mater Misericordiw Hospital, Dublin, 
on 8th inst. suffering from bullet wounds. 
He died on Friday, and no evidence was 
given at the inquest to show how the 
wounds were received. Thousands of Sinn 
Feiners attended the funeral in his native 
place yesterday. Soldiers and policemen 
were on duty at the graveyard, and they 
are said to have searched all those who 
entered it. 

When some policemen entered a train 
at Cloughjordan on Saturday intending to 
travel to Dublin the driver, fireman, and 
guard left their posts and refused to pro-

The Government cannot accept 
the men’s claim to handle what they 
choose, because acceptance would be a be- 
trayal of its servants in Ireland and would 
recognise a principle“ that must prove 
economically disastrous to the whole King- 
dom, Therefore, if the refusal to handle 
munitions and to carry troops is main- 
tained, a general closing down of the Irish 
railways becomes inevitable. All responsi. 
bility for ‘the consequences will rest on the 
men who have made it inevitable. 

The deputation sought to make a bargain 
with the Government. Mr. Thomas 
proposed, on the one hand, that no more 
troops should be sent to Ireland and the 
munitions “provocation” should cease; 
on the other, that the strikers should go 
back to work and that the railwaymen 
should appeal to thé whole country for an 
immediate cessation of the campaign of 
crime and disorder.

Nobody who has read the re- 
ports of the Select Committee on National 
Expenditure can doubt that fact. It is 
idle to expect the working and middle 
classes to deny themselves luxuries when 
they are confronted by the spectacle of 
reckless waste in the Government de- 
partments, The taxpayer's broad back 
carries a tremendous burden—a burden 
which cannot be increased without danger. 
In the year before the war revenue derived 
from taxes amounted to £163,000,000. Last

Another move- 
ment is the proposal of the Republican 
Party in the United States to give pre- 
ferential treatment to American ressels 
which use the Panama Canal. It will be 
recalled that the Canal tolls formed a sub- 
ject of. keen controversy in the first year 
of President Wilson's Administration. 
Congress was strongly in favour of the 
exemption of American ships. Britain 
maintained that under the treaty all ships 
must be treated alike. President Wilson 
supported this view, and made its recogni- 
tion by Congress a matter of American 
honour. The Republicans now are deter- 
mined to reverse the President's Panama 
policy. 


French Economies. 


Parisians are engaged in a strenuous 
campaign against high prices. So far they 
have not met with much success, but 
they are determined to continue the fight 
until the cost of living shows an appreci- 
able reduction. The newspapers are taking 
a leading part. Every day they urge 
their readers to buy only their minimum 
needs and to shun extravagance as they 
would the plague. The more extravagant 
classes are supporting the movement. Yes- 
terday there was a big “overall ’’ demon- 
stration by actors, artists, and Bohemians. 
whose purses, if proverbially light, are 
also proverbially open. “ Profiteering’’ 
on the part of restaurant keepers has been 


exposed by one of their number, and his 


revelations have caused widespread dis- 
cussion. Hitherto the restaurant keepers 
have been regarded as public benefactors. 
They cried so loudly that customers 
thought that they could barely make ends 
meet. Now if 1s clear that they deserved 
no sympathy, and that their high charges 
are unwarranted. It has been proved by 
the production of books that a restaurant 
keeper who watches the markets closely 
and manages his establishment properly 
can afford to serve a substantial meal for 
two frances and still gain a fair margin of 
profit.

If the Sinn Feiners would like to have a dis- 
cussion on the subject I should certainly see 
them. I would not decline to see anybody who 
represents a responsible body of people, either 
in Ireland or in this country. It is my duty, 
as the Prime Minister of the country, to see 
them and discuss the matter with them, and I 
shall do so. 
THE TWO LIMITATIONS. 

But those are the two limitations which I 
would impose. A truce involves that there 
should be a guarantee that there should be 
no outrage. An atmosphere of outrage is not 
an atmosphere in which you can discuss any- 
thing. If, as a preliminary to any discussion, 
there was anything which we felt was creating 
any exasperation or provoking legitimate feel- 
ing in Ireland, I should take that into account 
at once, and we should certainly see that 
nothing of the kind oceurred. I should be 
sorry to hear that there are cases of that 
kind now, and I should be glad if particulars 


do things which are mertely provocative and 
insulting: to a great and very’ gifted people, 
who have rendered very great services in the 
past, not merely to the British Empire, but to 
humanity. There is a deep feeling of respect 
for the Irish race in this country, much more 
than Irishmen are prepared to credit, anJ we 
should certainly not willingly do anything 
which would insult or provoke or oppress them. 
There are misunderstandings. Those are in- 
evitable. I quite see that there are misunder- 
standings on both sides. But I should like to 
say this one word as to what our point of 
view is. I say this as a Home Ruler.\1 «ay 
this as a Nationalist. I say this a Celtic 
Nationalist. There are at least four nation- 
alities in the United Kingdom, in a very «mall 
group of islands quite near each other. I can- 
not conceive a greater disaster to hun:anity 
than that those nationalities should each ciam 
to be a separate and independent rp: bic 
living here in just this small group of islands. 
I belong to a smaller nationality than Mr. 
Good, and we have a passionate devotion to 
our nationality. We talk ite language. We 
talk exactly the language that was talked 
thousands of years age in our country. I was 
there amongst them last week at a great mect- 
ing where the language was purely Welsh. 
There was not a man there who had not zot 
a-fierce passion for his nationality, but it never 
entered the mind of anyone thet in order to 
vindidate that nationality it was necessary to 


defy the rest of the kingdom. We felt that 
Providence had casi, us here together, near each 
other, and that it was quite compatible with 
our nationality, quite compatible with our 
passion for our nationalitygto work together 
with the nationality. whith I met when I 
crossed the border afterwards. Mr. Bonar Law 
is a Scotsman, Dr. Macnamara is an Irishman, 
Sir Eric Geddes is another Scoteman, and there 
are eome Englishmen “as well. Take 
Scotsmen. Their national pride is as 
fierce as any national pride in 
the world. They are not a. people who submit 
from fear to Englishmen, or Welshmen or Irish- 
men. They came deliberately to the conclu- 
sion that it was necessary in these small islands 
that there should be a partnership of nationali- 
ties.

It is no insult to Ireland to say to her: 
“Come into this partnership with us. Come | 
into it on equal terms.”’ If you want self- | 
government, so that England should not be 
meddling with your own affairs—right. I should 
be glad to see self-government for Wales and 
self-government for Scotland. We do not, want 
Englishmen or Scotchmen meddling with our 
education, or our local affairs, or our national 
language, and they do not want it. It is a 
different thing from tearing up these islands 
into warring and jarring nationalities with rival 
interests. We frankly invite you to a partner- 
ship, a partnership where we recognise your 
nationality—not a partnership where we trample 
on yottr nationality, but a partnership where 
we recognise it. That ie what I want to sav 
to the people of Ireland. Now those are the 
conditions upon which I—and I am speaking 
on behalf of the Government—am prepared to 
discuss the situation with anybody. 

THE ULSTER QUESTION. 

I have indicated anather difficulty. It is a 
difficulty which I do not like to dwell upon, 
but you have to face it, and that is the difficulty 
of the North-Fast of Ireland. We had a diffi- 
culty of very nearly the same eort in our coun- 
try. There ie a corner in our country where 
the population is not Welsh, and if they claimed 
that they should be left out of Wales there is

If we had at- | 
tempted to force them, to dragoon them, and 
to say to them: “ You have got © come, 
whether you will it or not,” we should have 
simply set up a hostile population there that 
would never have co-operated with us. 
I remember saying so down there three years 
ago, when there was a feeling of that kind. 
Now it bas vanished. The same thing applies 
to Ireland. If you insist upon compelling “the 
North of Ireland, whether it wills or not, to 
come in and say: “ Self-determination shall he 
self-determination for the three Southern pro- 
~inees, but not for the North,” it will be a 
fatal error. 1 do not believe that the people 
of this country would stand it; in fact I am 
sure of it. was a member of a Government 
which passed a bill that included the whole of 
Ireland. I thought that it was a mistake then 
I told Mr. Dillon and Mr. Redmond that I 
thought it was a mistake forcibly to include the 
North of Ireland in any proposals, and. that 
they ought to have been brought in pf their 
own full and free will. Thet is another difi- 
culty. These difficulties I am prepared to dis- 
cuss with anybody. So are my colleagues. If 
the Trade Union Congress takes the lead in 
initiating any discussions of this kind—they are 
a neutral body—we should be very glad to dis- 
cuss the problem with them. 
THE CARRIAGE OF MUNITIONS. 

But I think it is right that I should make it 
quite elear what the conditions are. With re- 
gard to munitions, if it is necessary in order to 
defend these people to arm therm- és not want 
to have any mistake about it at all--we must 
insist upon that. I am not using the language 
of menace, because that would be folly, and T

A DANGEROUS THING. 

The Prime Minister—That is a very 
dangerous thing. For instance, supposing that 
there is information that there is going to be 
an attack in a particular neighbourhood, and 
you move troops into that neighbourhood, it 
would not be enough for us to rely on a trade 
union that represents, after all, only 20,000 
people in Ireland. Ireland is not an industrial 
country, and you must remember that the 
North is included in the 20,000. Probably the 
North would represent one-third at least of 
that number, and, therefore, the trade union 
would only represent 13,000 people im the dis- 
turbed area. . 

Mr. Thomas—I agree with that entirely, but 
there is a lot of representative men in it. 

The Prime Minister—If we said we would 
fiot*move troops into areas where there was a 
danger simply because 13,000 men in Ireland 
and their representatives said that they would 
try and persuade people not to commit disorder, 
and if anything happened, I think that the 
responsibility would be a very serious one. If 
those who could speak on behalf of the people 
of Ireland, as undoubtedly Sinn Fein can do— 
they command the majority of the ropulation— 
were to give an undertaking of the kind it 
would be a totally different matte:. hat has 
been done before. Mr. Parnell, I remember, 
gave an undertaking of that kind, and there 
Unfortunately, it was broken by 
those horrible murders in Dublin. 

THE ATTITUDE OF THE RAILWAYMEN. 

Mr. Thomas—Do not let us forget what may 
happen in the next few days. That is a night- 
mare to me. Unless something is done these 
men will not go back. One of the men ou 
strike at the North Wall is in this room now 
and he knows all about it, and knows why he 
and the other men came out. He and they 
will not go back. So far as fimances are con- 
cerned, although they are not getting a copper 
from the union, money is pouring in from the 
workers in Ireland, so that there is no question 
of finance there. But what will happen? 
Within the next two days, when you give effect 
to your policy which you have announced here— 
and I do not hesitate to believe that you will 
give effect to it—directly you start to lock out 
you will have bloodshed, and not a few murders 
that we have been talking about. There is 
bound to be the most horrible kind of. starva- 
tion. Of course, your troops can wipe out the 
Irish people. Of course, your troops can suc- 
ceed in the end, but’ you will not even then 
have contributed anything towards the solution. 
On the contrary, you will have a still more 
dificult and dangerous Trish problem than 
ever, because of the complications. That being 
so, you are not taking a risk by granting what 
I am asking. If you had no troope in Ireland 
{ coulfl understand it, because you would be 
entitled to say we are leaving absolutely un- 
protected everybody who is defending us. I! 
you accede to our request it will enable an 
appeal to be made. Tt will appeal to the 
English democracy. I entirely agree with you 
that. so far as the English working classes are 
concerned, they would not stand by and see 
anyone murdered. But they, at least, would 
be able to gay that there was an atmosphere 
created by the Government for them during the 
next few weeks, whereas if it is not done the 
crisis will be precipitated within the next few 
davs. with all the horrible consequences which 
we know will follow. You have put a very 
serious point. Would you mind ua having a 
private talk tovether for a moment? 

The Prime Minister—Not at all.

THE GUARANTEE. 

The deputation conferred in private, and 
afterwards Mr. Thomas said:—If you could 
undertake not to eend munitions to Ireland 
pending the meeting of the Irish and English 
Congresses, wo, in return, would do all that 
was humaply possible to prevent crime or out- 
rage of any sort or kind. Everyone here is 
prepared to give the aesurance that would 
enable the North Wall men to go back to work. 
It would enable evidence to be given of a 
change in the views of the Government, so far 
as trying to create a better atmosphere was 
concerned. 

THE PROTECTION OF SERVANTS OF THE 

CROWN. 


The Prime Minister—Well, Mr. Thomas, I 
should be very glad to meet you, but I have 
gone to the extreme limit, I think. You re- 
present a body which is a very powerful body 
in Great Britain, but in Ireland it only repre- 
sents 20,000 of the whole population. They 
could not give a guarantee. The only people 
who could give a guerantee are not here. They 
are not represented here. There are members 
of that very powerful body here, but I am sure 
they would say that they are not entitled to 
speak on behalf of Sinn Fein as a whole. If 
there was a guarantee of that kind coming 
from a body that speaks on behalf of the vast 
majority of Irishmen, it would be a totally 
different situation. I should have thought 
the deputation ought rather to go in that 
respect to Sinn Fein than to us. As long as 
hese unfortunate instances happen in Ireland, 
we are bound to take every necessary step to 


there, and I do not think you could possibly 
ask any Government to suspend the working of 
the machine of protection, even for three weeks. 
without their having some sort of understanding 
that those responsible for the present condition 
of Irish opinion would “exercise the whole 
of their influence to arrest disorder. ‘I 
have gone as far as I possibly can,” 
continued Mr. Lioyd George. “I will say this. 
The moment that there is an understanding 
with the responsible leaders of Irish opinion 
that they will exercise their great influence 
to stop disorder, then we should certainly 
take that into account.’’ : 

Mr. Thomas—-Would yon accept euch a cuar- 
antee if it was made by the Irish Labour Party. 
who, as you know, have been responsible for 
calling off every stoppage in Ireland, and whom 
1 would ask you to believe? 

The Prime Minister—I do like to appear to 
apportion the responsibility for crime there, 
but I do not think that the Irish Labour Party 
are in command of that particular machine, - 

Mr. Thomas—TI agree entirely. I do not think 
they are in that sense, but I do believe that 
they have mere influence than any other body 
in Ireland. : 

The Prime Minister—You must have a guar- 


antee from .those whose hands are cn the 
lever—or on the trigger would be a better ! 
word. At any rate, Í should be very pleased, | 
and so would my colleagues, to meet anybody 
who wished to diseuss the situation. I think 
that ie as much as you could really hope for 
from any Government responsible for the ad- 
ministration of Ireland. 

Mr. Thomas—Unfortunately, it does not ease } 
the situation, so far as the men at the North 
Wall are concerned. 

The Prime Minister--I agree that that is a 
very unfortunate situation. But they took 
the step without even the authority of the 
union to which they themselves belong. 

THE DANGER OF DISCRIMINATING. 

Mr. Thomas—-You ought to be told this. I 
do not know whether it w the Government. or 
who it ig allowing it. What they refused to : 
do and what they offered to do is heing done 
by the other workers-in Dublin to-day. Why 
do you aHow such discrimination? Men are 
here who can tell you that even at this 
moment, with regard to the ships that come 
into Dublin, That soldievs are allowed to go on 
board and unload the munitions, and then the 
other men go on with the work. Why do you 
discriminate between the men? 

The Prime Minister—-It shows the danger of 
beginhing to make any discrimination at all. 
One man eays “I will not carry munitions.”’ 
The next man saya “I will not even carry 
soldiers.”” I do not know what the next move 
will be. 

. Bonar Law—Politicians, I should think. 

Mr. Thomas—Then the Government. or 
someone, says on that, “We lock the men 
out,” or, rather, “We will not let you work.” 
They offered to go back to work last Monday, 
but the Goverrgent gave instructions that 
they had to give a written guarantee before 
they went back to work. 

The Prime Minister—A  railwayman here 
might say, “I am not going to load this, be- 
cause it. is stuff that I do not approve of." 
You might have teetotallers saying. ' We are 
not going to carry that stuff because jt is 
ruifing people.” Then somebody else would 


object to some other oaimodity. 


A Delegate—Do you not think that there are 
plenty of troops and munitions in Ireland with- 
out sending any more over? 

The Prime Minister—I know the men who are 
in charge of Ireland. They are not the type of 
men who would ask for what is unnecessary. 
I know Sir Nevil Macready very well. No more 
moderate or more sympathetic 
ever been in charge of a difficult enterprise. He 
is certainly not the man to ask for troops if 
they are not required. I know him too well. 

The Delegate—The soldiers are not using any 
of their ammunition. There is no necessity to 
use. 

The Prime Minister—It is not merely am- 
munition. ® 

Mr. Thomas—IJt does not appear that we are 
asking im the end for nothing. 

AN IMPOSSIBLE REQUEST. 

Further replying to Mr. Thomas, the Prime 
Minister said :—You are asking us to capitulate 
oa a principle, which it woul be utterly im- 
possible for any Government to accept. If it 
did, it could not either face Parliament or any- 
body in this country. You ask as to ——— 
that a body of men—<dock labourers, railway- 
men, or any body of men—have a right to say 
that they will not carry what the Government 
think to be absolutely necessary for its essential 
functions. I can understand Mr. Good saying: 
“ Well, clear out altogether.” That is a prin- 
ciple, and it is an arguable principle. But as 
long as #.Government is there—and, for the 
moment, the only Government there—then it 
must have everything which it thinks absolutely 
necessary in order to carry out its functions. 
What we are asked to do is to say: Yes, we re- 
cognise that you have a right to object to carry 
thie stuff, and, therefore, we will let you come 
back on a guarantee that we will never ask 
you to do anything of the kind. That is an im- 
possibility. You could not do it. 

Mr, Thomas—What you really say, in fact, is 
that, so far as any acts of provocation are con- 
cerned, everything will be done by you to avoid 
them. 

In conclusion, Mr. Lloyd George said :—It is 
no use my promising something which would be 
quite impossible to perform. We have really 
got to be absolutely adamant. On all the other 
points I should be very happy to meet you, and 
you may depend upon it that everything that 
has been said here will be regarded as quite a 
useful contribution. I am very glad to have 
heard the views presented so very clearly and 
ably by the representatives of Sinn Fein. 

The deputation then withdrew.
